sity for long tunnels and open cuts h&* added 
vastly to the expense of tfie route 
The most 


ttrefnl surveys develop the fact that the Papa- 
ma route is 500 miles longer frpm New York 
W the wetttra ports than any other possible 
route. Considering the difficulties to be over- 
come the cost pf this canal cannot be less than 
£400,000,000 and probably much more " 


Speakjng of the Nicaragua route he says 


The advantai;<-5 of that route arc the ease and 
cconomy-wilh which a c^nal cart be construct- 
ed, the admirable approaches to it from the1 


sea both east and west and* the distance saved 
between eastern and western portt. The cost 
of the Nicaragua canal has never been es.ti- 
n»«ted over one hundred millions. Among other 
advantages of the Nicaragua ere the fine cli- 
mate, tbunrfance of mateilal along the line and 
tunnels unnecessary

We cannot blame the Chinamen for desiring

tion must be b£ legislation and not by vio-

claim to be an enlightened and Cbns'ian peo 
pie, similar conduct on oar pirt would be still 
more unjiMihable and cannot be allowed. The 
duty ol public officials, who are chargeH with 
the presf rvauon of the peace, to protect the 
Chinese from violence, cannot be too strongly 
or plainly Slated. 


We must therefore resort to peaceable reme- 


sbould be changed, limiting the number i f per- 
sons that may be inue.d for the defense of prop- 
city, the punishment ol persons guilty of mine 
jumping should be correspondingly increased. 


If the present law providing for removing

CONCLUSION. 


I need not remind you of the short period 


allowed by the> constitution for the duration of 
the session, and of the extreme difficulty of 
accomplishing the necessary legislation within 
that time. The evils of h«ty and inconsiderate 
legislation during the closing hours ot your 
labors ate well understood, and they can only 
be avoided by constant and unremitting labor 
throughout the entire 5«siou.
